EDWARD E. GANN SUED 
FOR RETURN OF $21,500 


Money Said to Have Been Paid 
Vice-President’s Brother-in-Law 
in Shipbuilding. Deal.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.— Ed- 


ward E. Gann., lawyer and broth- 
er-in-law of Vice-President Curtis, 
was sued today in the District of 


Columbia Supreme Court for $21,- 
500 said to have been received by 
him as representative of Spear's 
Engineers, Inc., to build a ship 
known as the Hydrographer for the 
Federal Government. 

The suit was brought by the New 
Jersey Fidelity & Plate Glass In- 
surance Co. of Newark, which said 
Gann failed to carry out an agree- 
ment to turn over the money 'o a 
joint account with the George H. 
Price Co., as agents of the insur- 
ance concern. The insurance vom- 
pany said it signed a surety bond 
for the shipbuilders, July 23, 1929, 
to build the vessel. Later, it aid, 
Gann asked for a change in the 
terms of the bond and they were 
accepted on condition that the joint 
account be established between 
Gann and the Price company. ann 
received $21,500 on account of the 
contract, the complainants said, 
but failed to turn it over to the 
joint account.

Two More Men Succumb in New

SFIREMEN KILLED 
BY EXPLOSION I 
NEW YORK HOTEL 


25 Persons Hurt in Ritz 
Tower on Park Av. Dur- 
ing Blaze in Sub-Base- 
ment Paint Shop. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—An explo- 
sion in the sub-basement of the 41- 
story Ritz Tower Hotel killed five 
firemen today, injured another so 
severely he is expected to die and 
injured less seriously 25 other per- 
sons, including two women and two 
children. 

The explosion, which occurred 
while firemen were fighting a blaze 
in the hotel paint shop three stories 
underground, brought ceilings on 
the lower floors of the hotel crash- 


ing down and blew in the fronts of 
shops which lined the street level. 

Thousands of dollars’ worth of 
precious stones from a jewelry store 
were blown into the debris-filled 
block of Fifty-seventh street be- 
tween Park and Lexington avenues. 

The fire was brought under con- 
trol after hours of work. 

The dead: Lieut. James Harnett 
and Thomas B. Finn, James F. 
Greene, William L. Pratt and Louis 
Hardina, firemen. 

Some firemen said that ammonia 
tanks exploded, 

Sitting in the ruins of his store, 
weeping, Thomas Kirkpatrick said 
that among other -jewels blown 
from the shop window were two 
diamond brooches worth $10,000 
each, an emerald ring worth $12,- 
000, and a pearl necklace worth 
$65,000. 

The explosion cut off all power 
in the hotel and elevator service 
stopped. Guests were not allowed 
to leave and only the police could 
enter. 

Fireman George Lorze, his clothes 
almost all torn off by the blast. 
said his Engine Company reached 
the fire first and almost all mem- 
bers of that company were trapped 
in the basement when the explo- 
sion occurred. He said with Fire- 
man Daniel Lynch he carried six 
unconscious men to the street. 

Smoke from the fire, which con- 
tinued after the explosion) drifted 
up through elevator shafts and 
poured -from the highest tower.

The Ritz Tower is a $6,000,000 
structure which has dominated the 
Park avenue skyline since it was 
built by Arthur Brisbane, editor, 
in 1926. It rises in a series of ter- 
races to a height of 540 feet, mak- 
ing it one of the world's tallest 
hotels. * 

It is operated by a company, 
which, as its name implies, is con- 
nected with the Ritz-Carlton Hotel.

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., Aug. 1.—With 
assurance from their leader, Wal- 
ter W. Waters, that a permanent 
camp will be established for them 
in the woodlands near Laurel, Md., 
bonus seeking veterans hustled 
through their camp duties here 
with a new lease on life today. 

A promise that Gov. Pinchot 
would address the veterans and 
that they would not be molested if 
they were orderly, was given the 
men today.

Crowd’s Spirit Is Changed. 

Staff officers pointed out the 
contrast of the crowded encamp- 
ment today with the dismal specta- 
cle which greeted the fiery young 
leader on his arrival from Wash- 
ington yesterday. 

Sullen, despairing, the men 
sprawled about the sun-baked field 
as officers in shirt sleeves worked 
with telephone, paper and pencil 
to replenish a fast-diminishing sup- 
ply of food. Then Waters came. 
Bartheaded he stood before them 
and shouted the news that he had 
acquired a deed to 25 acres of land, 
that he can obtain 25 additional 
acres and is privileged to use 209 
if need be. 

From the heavy timberland men 
can build cabins, he said. They 
can plant gardens, establish dairies, 
raise chickens, rabbits and other 
livestock and make the new camp 
self-sustaining. 

Campers Cheer Announcement. 

The announcement brought the 
campers to their feet with a roar 
of cheers. Battered hats flew into 
the air and veterans, who a few 
minutes before listened with only 
a trace of interest, suddenly were 
transformed into a happy, singing, 
shouting multitude. 

Other waves of cheers and ap- 
plause greeted Waters’ announce- 
ment that plans for the “khaki 
shirts“, a semi-military political 
organization, are being pressed in 
every stafe in the Union.” 

Waters emphasized that “I do 
not intend to make another march 
to Washington. Get that straight. 
We'll fight our battles at the polls. 

“We'll try to have this great out- 
fit ready for the next election, but 
if we cannot, we'll certainly be on 
the job for the next one and the 
next.“ 

He explained that in the mean- 
time he intends to center his atten- 
tion on the camp. He said the land 
was offered to him by Maud Ed- 
gell, who was prompted to action 
after being a witness to the recent 
disorders in Washington.

RAILWAY SCRAPS 
MILEAGE BASIS 
FOR FIXED WAGE 


Delaware and Hudson Guaran- 
tees Operatives Pay for 240 
Hours a Month. 


By the Associated Press. 

ALBANY, N. T., Aug. 1.—Effec- 
tive today the Delaware & Hudson 
Railroad completed an agreement 
with all of its operating employes 
guaranteeing them pay for 240 
hours’ work a month and scrapping 
the mileage basis of pay employed 
on most other American railroads. 

It was announced that after sev- 
eral months of negotiating national 
and local officers of the Brother- 
hood of Railroad Trainmen had 
accepted a monthly wage plan. This 
plan was adopted previously by the 
other three of the “big four,” the 
enginers, conductors and firemen. 

Under the new plan no employes 
will be discharged even if traffic 
should decrease, the company 
promises. Work will be distributed 
among the 2850 operating depart- 
ment men.

It has deen 
estimated that more than 700,000 
Missourians would vote, with 400,-

Representatives will be 
from St. Louis County. 
The failure of Missouri to redis- 
trict when its congressional repre- 
sentation was reduced from 16 to 
13 last year has made it necessary 
to nominate and elect Congressmen 
at large. This has greatly compli- 
cated the campaign and is expected 
to couse some difficulty and delay 
in counting the vote tomorrow. 
There are 56 Democratic candi- 
dates and 29 Republicans for the 
13 nominations of each party. 

It will be necessary for voters to 
scratch candidates for any office 
for whom they do not wish to vote, 
hy drawing a line throygh each 
name, permitting the hames of 
those for whom they do wish to 
vote to stand unmarked. This will 
be a tedious task in voting for Con- 
gressmen. It a voter allows more 
than 13 names in the list of con- 
gressional candidates to stand un- 
scratched, his vote will not be 
counted for that office, although 
the remainder of his ballot will not 
be invalidated. It is permissible to 
vote for fewer than 13, however. 
Members of the city committees 
ef the Republican, Democratic and 
Socialist parties in St. Louis will be 
elected at the primary, and county 
committees of the e will be 
chosen throughout uri. Due 
to a change in the law last year 
St. Louis City Committee members 
elected tomorrow will serve tor 
four years instead of two years as 
formerly. There are numerous keen 
ontests for election to the Demo- 
cratic and Republican City Com- 
mittees. These fights are closely 
associated with the Dearmont- 
Wilson gubernatorial struggle on 
the Democratic side.

PRISON IN 0 


Lyda Southard, Fugitive! 
More Than Year, Recap- 
tured at Topeka — Wed 


Sixth Time Last March.

TOPEKA, Kan., Aug. 1.—Lyda} 


Southard, four of whose six hus- 
bands have met death under mys- 
terious circumstances, today faced 
return to Idaho where she escaped 
from the State Penitentiary while 
serving a 10-year sentence for the 
fly-paper poisoning of Ed F. 
Meyer. 

Booked as a 39-year-old’ house- 
wife following her arrest here Sat- 
urday, she declined to see callers, 
but was quoted by Perry Brush, 
Chief of Police, as having admitted 
her identity. She also was iden- 
tified by fingerprints. Warden R. 
E. Thomas of the State prison at 
Boise, is on the way to Topeka. It 
was not known if Mrs. Southard 
would waive extradition. 

Meanwhile from Denver, where 
the woman's sixth husband, Harry 
Whitlock lives, came word that 
District Attorney Earl Wettengel 
planned to investigate the death of 
Theodosia Whitlock, Whitlock’s 
mother. Mrs. Southard married 
the Denver man last March, almost 
a year after her escape from the 
Idaho institution by scaling a 16- 
foot wall. 

She was arrested here when she 
called for mail from Whitlock, 
whom she left hurriedly. after ex- 
plaining her “mother was ill. in 
Akron,’ 0.” she was identified 
in Denver, foHowing her flight, 
after the arrest of David Minton, 
45, who confessed he aided in her 
prison escape. 

Mrs. Southard, whose marital 
ventures began in 1912, was con- 
victed of the death of her fourth 
husband, Meyer, in 1920. He lived 
only 28 days after their marriage 
in Twin Falls, Idaho. 

At her trial, reports of poison 
found in the bodies of her first 
four husbands, a brother-in-law 
and a 3-year-old child by her first 
husband, were read into the rec- 
ord. Insurance benefits received 
in the deaths, and the alleged mo- 
tives for the poisonings, were esti- 
mated by officers at less than 
$10,000. She is a native of Keytes- 
ville, Mo. She went to Idaho as a 
girl. 

Mrs. Marcy C. Crooker, police 
matron, said the prisoner denied 
reports from Denver that she had 
asked Whitlock to take out a joint 
insurance policy for a large 
amount. 
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NEW FOUR-FOR-35 CENTS 
TROLLEY FARE IN EFFECT 


New street car fares became ef- 

fective today, with discontinuance 
of the weekly $1 ticket. Four to- 
kens, each good for one ride, are 
now sold for 35 cents, making a 
rate of 8% cents a ride. The cash 
fare remains 10 cents for adults 
and 6 cents for children. 
The discontinued ticket arrange- 
ment enabled persons who did a 
great deal of regular riding to get 
a somewhat lower rate than the 
minimum under the new schedule. 
The ticket was good for 12 rides 
within the week and if no more 
were used the rate was 8 1-3 cents. 
But the ticket holder could have 
additional rides within the week at 
5 cents each, which still further re- 
duced the average cost.

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William Dortch Jr. Reaches 
Hand Into Transformer Carry- 
ing 33,000 Volts. 


William Dortch Jr., 9 years old, 


was burned fatally yesterday 
morning when he came in contact 
with an electrical transformer 
carrying 33, 000 volts at the Na- 
tional Enameling & Stamping 


Co. in Granite City as he attempted 
to get a bird’s nest built in a coil 
of the transformer. 

Playing with two companions 
in a vacant lot adjoining the plant, 
William spied ‘the nest. The 
transformer is surrounded by. a 
nine-foot wire fence topped with 
barbed wire, and is posted with 
warning notices. 

While his playmates looked on, 
William climbed to the top of the 
fence, and swung along a girder 
of the structure supporting the 
transformer. Tie reached inside 
the coll for the nest. There was 
a flash and crackle as the current 
held the boy for nearly a minute. 
He fell from the girder to the 
platform of the supporting struc- 
ture, from which he was removed 
by his father and neighbors sum- 
moned by the other boys, Forrest 
and George Mathenia. 

Had the boy made a more di- 
rect contact with the transformer, 
death would have occurred instant- 
ly, electrical experts state. His 
clothing was smoldering when his 
father reached him. Though suf- 
fering severe shock, he did not lose 
consciousness until a short time be- 
fore his death; at St. Elizabeth's 
Hospital, four hours later. 

In March, 1931, Flora Dortch, 
4-year-6id sister of William, was 
burned to death when her clothing 
was ignited by a cigar lighter with 
which she was playing at the home, 
1619 Delmar avenue. The father, 
who was formerly employed in a 
Granite City plant, has been out 
of work for two years. There are 
five other children in the family.

rows primary. Interest in the Re- 
publican campaigh for the Circuit 
bench centered today in the race 
between Circuit Judge Charles W. 
Rutledge and former Circuit Judge 
J. Hugo Grimm for the third place 
on the ticket. 

ere are two other candidates, 
Alfred L. Grattendick and Benja- 
min J. Weinberger, who have little 
organized support. 

The St. Louis Bar Association, in 
its recent referendum to indorse 
judicial candidates, cast the follow- 
ing vote on Republicans running 
for the Circuit bench. Judge Ross- 
kopf, 460; Judge Killgren, 457; 
Grimm, 327; Judge Rutledge, 207; 
Grattendick, 61: Weinberger, 35. 

Judges Rosskopf and Killoren 
and Grimm, being the highest three 
in the preferential vote, received 
the Bar Association’s indorsement. 
The others fajled of indorsement. 
Grimm ran 120 votes ahead of 
Judge Rutledge. A similar refer- 
endum was taken on the Democrat- 
ic ticket. 


‘| + Opposed Miller for Mayor. 


Grimm was elected, a Circuit 
Judge in 1908, the term being six 
years, and re-elected in 1914 and 
again in 1920. He resigned in 1925 
to oppose Mayor Miller and others 
for the Republican mayoralty nom- 
ination and was defeated. Judge 
Rutledge was appointed to a new 


place on the Circuit bench in the 


spring of 1921. After his term ex- 
pired, he practiced law for a time 
and then was elected to his present 
term in 1926. 

Grimm and Judge Rutledge to- 
day issued statements on their can- 
didacies. Grimm denied that Col- 
lector Koeln, a Republican fac*ion- 
al leader, is supporting him and 
said Koeln's first political lieuten- 
ant, Edward W. Foristel, is doing 
everything he can to defeat him. 
Republican politics needs another 
housecleaning “(such as Koeln and 
others led in 1820), Grimm sug- 
gested. | 

Judge Rutledge expressed regret 
that he did not get the Bar Asso- 
clation indorsement, but pointed 
out that 652 lawyers had signed 
and were advertising. a statement 
recommending his candidacy. Se 
suggested that the Bar Association 
keep a record of the work of 
Judges, rather than take a prefer- 
ential vote on candidates. He re- 
called that he had been active 
seeking reform of certain court 
practices. Judge Rutledge led the 
fight to erect the Civil Courts 
Building where it is, facing the fu- 
ture Memorial Plaza. 

Former Judge Grimm's statement 
follows: 

“I am informed that I am op- 
posed by a good part of the Re- 
publican City Committee, the com- 
bination known as the ‘Secret 17,’ 
although there may be 18 of them, 
because they are opposed to Col- 
lector Koeln and anything or any- 
body he is for. 

“These men (and women) have 
assumed that because he has been 
my personal friend and has sup- 
ported me politically heretofore 
that he is now backing me in this 
race. But they have taken too 
much for granted.

of the politiciatis that I say the 
result is doubtful. In the house- 
Lcleaners’ fight 12 years ago I had 
the opposition of the ‘Courthouse 
Ring,’ but the Bar Association in- 
dorsement, the support. of the 
newspapers and with the support 
of Koeln and his part of the politi- 
cal organization made a sweeping 
victory easy. Now the situation is 
different, I must rely entirely upon 
the indépendent, unbossed voters 
who believe that our courts must 
be kept out of politics and that the 
less the machine run of politicians, 
the so-ealled political leaders, have 
to do with the naming of our 
Judges, the better for the cause of 
justice. If the people will follow 
their own judgment in voting, in- 
stead of letting the committeemen 
do it for them, I have no doubt of! 
my nomination. I might add that 
in my opinion the time is about ripe 
for another housecleaning in the 
Republican party.” 

Rutledge’s Statement. 
Judge Rutledge issued this 
statement: 

“In discussing the resolution of 
the Executive Committee of the 
Bar Association calling upon 
members not to sign indorsements 
of judicial candidates and to stand 
by the Bar Association primary, I 
was naturally disappointed at not 
being on the Bar Association slate, 
although much gratified at receiv- 
ing such a large vote. 

“A committee of lawyers vol- 
untarily requested my permission 
to circulate petitions among the 
practicing lawyers and stated that 
Same was to be advertised at the 
expense of lawyers signing same. 
I, of course, could not afford such 
an expense. They expressed them- 
selves shocked and indignant at 
the Bar Association result, in view 
of the fact that I had been pro- 
greasive and had headed a move- 
ment during the past two years 
to change our archaic rules with 
regard to docketing cases, and my 
efforts to get a system adopted 
which has been tried out thor- 
oughly in Cleveland and Detroit 
and other places and has met. with 
apparently unanimous approval in 
those places. 

“I understood a large number 
of lawyers were urging the circu- 
lation of petitions for me. I am 
now informed 652 practicing at- 
torneys have signed these petitions 
indorsing my record, which is 40 
more than the total Bar Associa- 
tion vote. 


Of course, the Execu- 
tive Committee has nd right to dic- 
tate to their membersiabout sign- 
ing petitions. This resolution was 
especially surprising to me, for 
on June 1 the Executive Commit- 
tee did me the honor to request 
me to file for Judge of the Su- 
preme Court, which is a much 
higher office than Circuit Judge. 
I declined. I think there is a 
much greater opportunity for pub- 
lic service on the Circuit Bench. 
“Advises Bar Association. 

Many lawyers object to the Bar 
Associaticn’s making a slate and 
prefer that members vote on the 
fitness of candidates and not re- 
quire or limit the vote to the num- 
ber of offices to be filled. 

“TIT would suggest to the Bar As- 
sociation, if it would be of real 
constructive service to voters, that 
it fearlessly keep a record of the 
time each Judge devotes to his 
work, the number of cases he dis- 
poses of, the percentage of appeals 
of cases tried before him, the per- 
centage of his cases appealed that 
are actually submitted in the Ap- 
pellate Courts, his percentage of 
reversals based on the number of 
cases actually tried, the improve- 
ments he makes in the different 
branches of the court where he 
serves, his progressiveness in pro- 
cedure and practice, and his gen- 
eral record for service. 

This would show the record of 
each Judge and it would give the 
voter something on which to make 
up his mind. This is done in Cleve-

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Justice, and a record of same 16 
each Judge then is a matter of 
public information, and each Judge 
tries to keep his record good.

It 
would save much valuable time of 
the court, lawyers, litigants and 
witnesses, and prevent continu- 
ances and delays that many times 
bring about injustice.”

They were beaten ches Jean 
Borotra came back from a tennis 
grave of his own choosing to play 
some of his most inspired tennis. 
But not until Ellsworth Vines Jr., 
Uncle Sam’s greatest hope, had 
met and subdued France’s idol, 
Henri Cochet, and given the de- 
fenders a taste of what is in store 
for them next year 

The three-day series concluded 
officially when Borotra, 34-year- 
old dervish, sent 12,000 admirers 
into near-hysterica by defeating 
Wilmer Allison, 1—6, 3—6, 6—4, 6 
—2, 7—5, in the first of yesterday's 
concluding singles. 

Barely had the throng carried 
Borotra from the court, however, 
when its ardor was dampened by 
the sight of Cochet being defeated. 
It was his first beating in Davis 
cup play in six years. 

Vines Wins Uphill Match. 

Vines, whipping himself to the 
heights, came back after dropping 
the first two sets to defeat the lit- 
tle tennis master, 4—6, 0—6, 7—5, 
8—6. 6—2. Time and again in the 
final three sets the partisan crowd, 
almost against its will, rose and 
cheered the Californian’ s magnifi- 
cent play. 

The Vines who turned back Co- 
chet, the world’s first ranking play- 
er, bore but slight resemblance to 
the Vines who was beaten in his 
opening singles match on Friday by 
Borotra. Those who saw him 
agreed Uncle Sam would have lit- 
tle difficulty taking the big trophy 
a year hence. 

Although Allison lost both of his 
singles matches, including the con- 
clusive duel, the Texan came near 
being the outstanding hero of an 
American triumph. Having given 
the invaders their first victory the 
previous day, when he teamed with 
Johnny Van Ryn to. defeat Cochet 
and Jacques Brugnon. in doubles, 
he was beaten yesterday only after 
a heart-breaking duel with the 
clever Borotra. 

Breaks Against Allison. 

He led the Frenchman 4—3 in 
the final set, then at 5—3 and with 
the score 40-love on his own ser- 
vice, only to receive a series of dis- 
heartening breaks“ against him 
that permitted Borotra to come 
from behind, Six times Allison had 
match point, t even the law of 
ayerages would not come to his 
rescue.

Coroner Continues Hearing 
Into Death of Mechanic— 
Hears Men Were 1 Not 


to Appear. 


An inquest in the death of 
Stephen Eichlein, chief engine me- 
chanic who was fatally injured last 
Monday in an explosion that 
wrecked the Pickwick Greyhound, 


Inc., service garage at 1409 How- 
ard street, was continued until 
Thursday by Coroner Dever today. 

In directing the continuance, De- 
ver explained: Several of the wit- 
nesses called in this case didn’t ap- 
pear today. I understand further 
that they were instructed not to ap- 
pear. However, the Coroner has 


the power to arrest reluctant wit- 
nesses, and these witnesses will, 
therefore, be present at the hear- 
ing Thursday.” 

Company’s Side of It, 

Samuel B. McPheeters, attorney 
for the bus company, told the Post- 
Dispatch today that no employe 
had been instructed to stay away 
from the inquest. “On the con- 
trary,” he said, “I have co-operat- 
ed with the authorities in every 
possible way. No such instructicns 
were given at any time. I told the 
Coroner this morning that if any- 
one he wanted to testify was not 
present, I would send a taxicab 
out immediately and have the wit- 
ness appear. However, almost 
everyone who was present when 
the explosion occurred, was at the 
inquest hearing this morning.” 

The explosion, which caused 
damage in excess of $100,000 and 
injured 17 persons in addition 
Eichlein, apparently resulted from 
a gasoline overflow, according to a 
report made public by police today 
of an investigation of the explosion 
made under direction of Police 
Captain Elias W. Hoagland. 


The report tells of the arrest of 
Thomas Burrell, 27-year-old Negro 
bus washer, 1202 North Nineteenth 
street, on information that 10 
minutes before the explosion, 
which occurred at 8:53 a. m., he 
was sweeping overflowed gasoline 
down a manhole in the garage 
driveway. 

Burrell, according to the report, 
denied the sweeping at first, and 
was placed in a cell at the North 
Market Street Station, where Capt. 
Hoagland is in command. 

“I chanced to pass his cell early 
last Thursday morning,” Capt. 
Hoagiand stated in the report, and 
he asked me why I accused him, 
I said witnesses had seen him 
sweeping the gasoline with a push- 
broom, and had seen a white ga- 
rage employe lean out of the win- 
dow to talk with him. He then 
said, ‘I didn't tell you the truth 
before, Captain, but I will now if 
you'll give me a chance.“ 


His Story of Expiosion. 

Burrell then related. Capt 
Hoagland reported, that he had 
been instructed to sweep a quantity 
of overflowed gasoline down the 
manhole by a subordinate boss at 
the plant and that while he was 
doing so, the boss leaned out of an 
upper window and told him to 
“hurry up and get it done. He 
did so, the Captain quoted him as 
saying, whereupon the subordinate 
boss, whose name he gave to police, 
told him to go down to the base- 
ment and check the wood fire in 
the water heater there. The fire 
was out, he found. 

While he was doing that the ex- 
plosion occurred, according to the 
Negro’s story to Capt. Hoagland.

Gen. Mah Chan-shan Slain 
by Japanese Who Trap 
His Force Between Two

HARBIN, Manchuria, Aug. 1.— 
Gen. Mah Chan-shan, who was 
twice leader of the Northern Man- 
churian armies against Japan, has 
been killed by Japanese. 

His body was found Wednesday 
in a mud hut in the little village 
of Ankuchen, 40 miles northeast 
of Hailu. His staff officers were 
piled in pools of blood around him. 
His- army, which once numbered 
20,000 men, had been wiped out. 
Trapped between two Japanese 
divisions that had pursued him 
since the day he left the Cabinet 
of Henry Pu-yi at Changchun and 
went back to the north to renew 
his fight against the invaders, he 
and his army fought to the last. 
They stood with their backs 
against a mountain side, retreat cut 
off, and the Japanese pressed in 
until they had annihilated the last 
man. 

Several times during the four 
months he was hunted, Gen. Mah 
was reported killed or captured. 
But he always escaped. Sometimes 
hé resorted td the movie practice of 
using several “doubles” to hide his 
whereabouts. 

But Gen. Matsuki, the Japanese 
commander, was certain this time. 
He announced he was bringing the 
body back here. 

Gen. Shigeru Honjo, Japanese 
Commander-in-chief, whose army 
Gen. Ma fought in the Nonni bridge 
and Tsitsihar campaign, praised 
his opponent’s courage today and 
said he regretted Ma was led into 
fighting for the wrong cause.“ 
After the Pu-yi regime was set 
up at Changchun, Ma became Min- 


ister of War. Later he disappeared 
and returned to fighting ‘the 
north. He explained his compro- 


mise with the Japanese was only a 
ruse to learn the secrets of the new 
government.

ning today. The loans may be 
made upon paper eligible for redis- 
count by the Federal Reserve 
banks and must be used to finance 
current business operations. 

The amen 
Reserve provides that the 
banks may be authorized by the 
board to make the loans in un- 
usual and exigent circumstances,” 
by the affirmative vote of not few- 
er than five members of the board 
and for such periods as the board 
may determine. It also requires 
that before making such a loan the 
Federal Reserve Bank shall obtain 
evidence that the individual, part- 
nership or corporation was unable 
to secure adequate credit accom- 
modations from other banks. 

Action Follows Complaints. 

The action of the board in au- 
thorizing the loans for the emer- 
gency period follows complaints 
that business, industry and agricul- 
ture had been unable to obtain 
funds with which to carry on legit- 
imate operations. 

The emergency move will per- 
mit individuals to borrow from 
Federal Reserve banks upon agri- 
cultural paper of not more than 
nine months’ maturity and trade 
and industrial paper of three 
months. Borrowing upon specula- 
tive paper is barred. Commercial 
banks are not included in the cor- 
porations which can borrow. 
The board provided that the 
loans must be made at; interest 
rates prescribed by Federal Re- 
serve banks and approved by the 
board; and that each application 
for a loan must be made to the 
Federal Reserve bank of that dis- 
trict and contain a statement of 
circumstances giving rise to the ap- 
plication. 

It also specified that each ap- 
plicant must satisfy the Federal 
Reserve Bank of the eligibili*y of 
the security offered, give a state- 
ment of efforts made to obtain 
credit from banks and state wheth- 
er the applications for such credit 
accommodations were definitely 
refused. and why, give a list of its 
banking relations and complete 
credit data, agree to furnish ad- 
ditional security if called upon to 
do so and submit to audits and ex- 
aminations by ‘representatives of 
the bank. 

“A&A Reasonable Need.“ 
The Federal Reserve banks are 
required to see that the financial 
standing of the applicant justifies 
the loan, that the security offered 
is acceptable from a credit stand- 
point and eligible legally, that there 
is a reasonable need for the credit 
and that the security is ade uate 
to protect the Federal Reserve 
Bank from loss. 
“A Federal Reserve Bank should 
not discount such paper,” the Soard 
said, “unless it appears that the 
proceeds of such discounts will be 
used to finance ctirrent business 
operations and not for specuative 
purposes, 
investments or for any other cap- 
ital purpose.” 
“Except with the permission of 
the Federal Reserve Board, no such 
paper should be discounted it it

The board cautioned the Federal 
Reserve banks that they should not 
make any commitments to renew 
or extend such paper or to grant 
further additional credit. No bank 
is permitted to loan to any one in- 
dividual, partnership or corpora- 
tion more than 1 per- cent of its 
paid in capital stock and surplus.

For a Transportation Department. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

RANSPORTATION conditions in the 
TF unites States have become so intri- 
cate that the situation demands the es- 
tablishment of a Department of Trans- 
portation, with much broader powers 
than the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has, to regulate the competing car- 
rying agencies, railways and waterways, 
airplanes, trucks and busses, and even the 
privately owned — — which n 
passengers for long ces. 

In 1906, President Theodore Roosevelt, 
making a trip of inspection of the Mis- 
sissippi from St. Louis to Memphis as the 
guest of the Business Men's League and 
the Lakes-to-the-Gulf Deep Waterways 
Association, was impressed by the neces- 
sity for a Department of Trangportation, 
the head of which should be a member 
of the Cabinet, but, his term of office 
being almost over, he decided to leave 
the matter to his successor, and Presi- 
dent Taft, always averse to new ideas, 
dia not think well of thus one. 

At the present moment, the competi- 
tion between the carrying agencies of the 
country has passed the pounds of reason, 
and in the interests of the people some 


means must be found to regulate it. 


For instance, the impending struggle 
between railways and waterways, affect- 
ing the rates on coffee and sugar be- 
tween St. Louis and New Orleans, will 
be foolishly wasteful at a time when in- 
telllgent economy is demanded; and will 
bring disaster, if not destruction, to the 
barge lines. 

The railroads are evidently planning to 
resort to the means by which they put 
the water carriers out of business in the 
seventies. Then they lowered their rates 
untii they had crushed competition by 
water and, as soon as the boat lines were 
put out of business and the shippers 
were entitely at their mercy, they raised 
their rates again, holding the Mississippi 
completely under their control for more 
than 40 years, until the Lakes-to-the- 
Gulf Deep Waterways Association revived 
the waterway competition. 

Twenty-five years ago I, as secretary 
of that organization, talked with the 
sphrewdest heads of the railway systems 


ot the country, James J. Hill of the Great 


Northern, Stuyvesant Fish of the Illinois 
Central, and W. W. Spencer of the South- 
ern Railway, on the future development 
of the inland waterways. 

These men, with a broader vision than 
the railroad heads either before or after 
them, agreed that the waterways were 
a necessary part of the transportation of 
the United States which must be pre- 
served, and gave me letters to that effect 
to be published in a pamphlet which I 
was compiling to circulate among the 
railroad men who were at that time 
fighting the waterways, tooth and nail. 

I assume that, of course, the Missis- 
sippi Valley Association, ne successor of 
the Lakes-to-the-Gulf Deep Waterways 
Association, will show the Interstate Com- 

merce Commission how foolishly wasteful 

it would be to allow the railways, sub- 
sidized by the Government, to lower their 
rates in the effort to drive out of busi- 
ness their waterways competitor, also 
subsidized by the Government, 

It would be inconceivable that the 
Interstate Commerce Commission should 
allow the railways to do this, had we 
not so many examples of lack of co- 
ordination between government depart- 
ments. 

However, this is just one example of 
the senseless competition between our 
transportation agencies. The Interstate 
Commerce Commission is not adequate to 
handle the situation as it must be han- 
dled. . 

There must be a national Department 
of Transportation, and our next President 
should carry out the plan of President 
Roosevelt.

Win- 
ter, on the other hand, has been indorsed by the 
Republican State organization and by Gov. Caulfield. 
He is the present Lieutenant-Governor of Missouri, 
ex-Speaker of the State House of Representatives and 
stands for reorganization of the State Government to 
produce economy and efficiency.

Senator Borah in the Campaign 


Senator Borah is to be heard jn the campaign. He 
will not speak as a partisan. He will discuss re- 
vision of the war debts. In that capacity he may 
play a more important part, historically, than either. 
of the ‘candidates. i 

He insists that revision of the war debts is neces- 
sary to bring about economic recovery. He believes 
delay is dangerous. Whether he can win the country 
to that view remains to be seen. It is evident that 
the one speech he has made on that subject has cap- 
tured both national and international attention. What 
a series of Borah speeches may accomplish can only 
be surmised, but there can be no doubt the effort will 
powerfully influence public opinion. 

He will have from the start the support of the 
country’s expert economic opinion. And the econ- 
omists may not be dismissed by our practical poli- 
ticlans as mere theorists. The last time the econ- 
omists and practical politicians met, the economists 
lost the decision but events have shown they were 
right. That was in connection with the Hawley- 
Smoot tariff bill which, the economists declared, 
would prove a ruinous measure. It has so proved 
itself. It is a fair guess that the crowning regret of 


Mr. Hoover’s presidential experience is his approval 
of that bill which the economists petitioned him to 
veto. eS 
Sentiment for revision of the war debts, moreover, 
is not restricted te the economists. Mr. Borah him- 
self is a convert. Another convert is the New York 
Evening Post, a paper owned by Cyrus H. K. Cur- 
tis, who in his several journals and magazines has 
been an isolationist of the die-hard School. In com- 
mending Mr. Borah’s decision to stump the country, 
the Post says:: 
The job of spreading out through the West the 
pro-revision conviction now established on the 
Atlantic seaboard is one that should be accom- 
plished as rapidly as possible. Borah’s course will 
make up for the abstinence of Messrs. Hoover 
and Roosevelt. Whoever shall be elected 
in November will welcome Senator Borah’s spade 
work in educating public opinion on the side he 
will have to take.

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Bank Failures and a Better System 


“The American banking system has failed signaliy 
in recent years.” This is the conclusion presented 
by the National Industrial Conference Board in its 
recent report on “the banking situation in the United 
States.” 

There are now something more than 21,000 banks 
in the United States. More than 10,000 banks have 
failed since the war, tying up_nearly five billion dol- 
lars of the people’s money. More than 4000 of these 
have failed during the present depression, involving 
deposits in excess of three billion dollars. And this 
has happened during a period when no important 
suspensions have been reported either in England or 
in Canada. On the basis of this evidence, the Con- 
ference Board concludes that “the Federal Reserve 
System, under the limitations placed upon its power 
by the present form of banking organization in the 
United States, is unable to cope with the danger to 
the integrity of American banking arising from bank 
failures.” . 7 

In reality, as the board observes, the American 
banking system is not a system at all.“ It consists of 
thousands of smal] independent unit banks. Four- 
fifths of them are capitalized at less than $100,000. 
Most of them are located in rural areas. Less than 
a third of them are chartered by the National Gov- 
ernment. 


Only a third of them are members of the Reserve: 


System. They conduct their business under 49 sepa- 
rate systems of regulation and control. The com- 
petition which exists between the Federal and state 
governments in the granting of charters exérts a de- 
pressing influence upon standards of supervision. 


— 


Legislative restrictions generally preclude effective 
unification. It is this insistence upon local, inde- 
pendent unit banking which, in the opinion of the 
Conference Board, has produced a structural weak- 
ness which is fatal to sound banking practice. This 
opinion is borne out by the higher incidence of fail- 
ures among the smaller banks and among the banks 
operating under state charters than among the lafger 
national institutions, It is also supported by the ex- 
cellent record maintained by the centralized banking 
systems of Great Britain and Canada. 

The board finds the obvioug remedy for our pres- 
ent banking difficulties in increasing centralization. 


to require greater geographical consolidation or uni- 
fication than exists at the present time and standards 
of banking practice as nearly uniform as it is pos- 
sible to attain.” 

This centralization is to be accomplished by re- 
moving existing legislative restrictions against 
branch banking; and by compelling all banks to be- 
come members of the Federal Reserve system. These 


cost banks without diminishing the banking facili- 
ties available to the nation’s business. They would 
bring the entire banking system under ‘effective con- 
trol. They would protect us against a repetition of 
our recent, sorry record of costly failures. 

These are not the recommendations of impractical 
idealists or radical politicians, They bear the in- 
dorsement of a conservative group of responsible 
business leaders. Al, such, they merit the thoright- 
ful consideration of the American people.

AM very much interested in the cities, 
| in the problem of long-range planning/ 

Far and away, the opportunity for ac- 
complishing the public good ‘rests with the 
city problem more than with the Federal 
work. In the aggregate, we find that the 
expenditure for public works in the cities 
is 10 times that of the Federal Govern- 
ment. If that be true, we can easily recog- 
nize the importance of applying this prin- 
ciple to local issues. 

Again, if we treat construction as an un- 
employment relief measure, it is recognized 
that the dollar can-be very much more 
quickly invested in a city than it can be 
where its expenditure comes from the pub- 
Mc treasury. 

Merle Thorpe, the editor of Natlon's 
Business, by his radio broadcasts is driving 
home the fact that there is in the United 
States a broad body of citizens that are not 
in accord with the unwise expenditure of 
public dollars. There are also, of course, 
those who think that the public dollar 


should be more widely expended for public 


works than it is today. 


In completing a program ag a result of 
long-range planning, I think we will find 
nothing incompatible between these points 
of view. We must in normal times re- 
strain some construction work, in order 
that it may be available when gloomy times 
come, I think that answers the specifica- 
tion of the man that rails against high 
taxes. If that man sees detailed projects 
of public improvements in his community 
brought year after year to the budget of- 
ficer,, with revisions, and.can analyze them 
and see how they meet the public need, 
he will more nearly be won to a recognition 
of their validity when they are presented 
before the City Council.

The hope of the city today rests very 
largely in advance budgeting.

There were numerous other dis- 
turbances which resulted in fatali- 
ties. 

At Brunswick a man was killed 
and several were injured when a 
bomb exploded on the doorstep of 
the home of the Socialist Mayor. 

One man was killed and many 
were wounded in fights between 
Nazis and Communists in Colditz 
and Grosschoenau, both in Saxony. 

At Hamburg one man was killed 
and a number of others, including 
two policemen, were injured in

This afternoon Franz Bracht, 
Commissioner for Prussia, issued a 
‘last warning” to all political or- 
ganizations, threatening heavy pun- 
ishment if these acts of violence 
continue. 

Alliance Possibility. 

The possibility of an alliance be- 
tween Hitler’s Nazis and the Cen- 
trist party of Bruening was dis- 
cussed today. 

Much significance. was attached 
to Bruening’s final campaign ad- 
dress last Friday night, when he at- 
tacked Hugenberg, the Nationalist 
leader, but spared Hitler. If a 
combination between the Nazis and 
the Catholic Centrists could be ef- 
fected, it would give them 325 
seats, a majority sufficient to main- 
tain control of the Reichstag, per- 
haps for four years. 

Comment of Press. 

Newspaper comment today on the 
result of the election showed the 
Moderates and Leftists jubilant 
over the fact that the Right parties 
failed to win a majority of the 
Reichstag seats. 

All agreed the Hiter movement 
had reached its peak. 

“Considering the development of 
the party in the last few months,” 
the liberal Koelnische Zeitung says, 
“It is safe to say that the National 
Socialist wave has reached its 
crest.”’ 

The Centrist Koelnische Volks- 
zeitung says the Nazi “standstill is 
the outstanding event of the elec- 
tion.“ 

Most of the papers view with 
skepticism the possibility of a coa- 
lation of the Nazis and Centrists. 

The Socialist paper Vorwaerts 
takes ‘the losses of it: party philo- 
sophically, finding consolation in 
the fact that it gained over the 
basis of the previous Prussian 
Diet elections.

MEMORIAL T0 73,367 BRITISH 
KILLED IN BATTLE OF SOMME 


By the Associated Press. 

THIEPVAL, France, Aug. 1— 
President Lebrun, the Prince of 
Wales and other dignitaries of both 
France and Great Britain partici- 
pated today in the unveiling of a 
huge memorial to the 73,367 Brit- 
ish soldiers killed in the Battle of 
the Somme. 

“Throughout the world wherever 
our armies fought the names of our 
dead are individually recorded,” 
said the Prince. These names 80 
long as we remember them shall 
inspire us to a better civilization 
in which it will be realized that the 
only sure happiness for any na- 
tion is to be found in the peace 
and prosperity of the whole world. 
Let that be the message which 
through these memorials we pass 
on, from our dead to the genera- 
tions to come.” 

President Lebrun, in a tribute to 
the men who died, called on Europe 
to co-operate in peace, declaring 
France and Great Britain in cheir 
recent accord of collaboration had 
led the way toward mutual under- 
standing. 

The memorial is the lacgest 
which any of the Allies has erected 
in France. Its tall shaft can be 
seen for miles. |
